3.  Three  pictures  illustrating  other  types  of  resources  available  to  farm 

families. 

(a)  Skill  as  a welder,  carpenter,  electrician,  seamstress,  etc. 

(b)  Knowledge  available  from  land-grant  institutions,  ISDA,  and  other 
sources  as  illustrated  by  this  picture  of  farmers  attending  a field 
day. 

(c)  Markets — agent  might  explain  other  resources  include  credit,  government 
program  aids,  counsel,  technical  assistance,  etc. 

h.  Three  drawings  illustrating  the  importance  of  making  the  best  use  of  farm 

and  family  resources  in  obtaining  good  farm-family  living. 

(a)  The  farm-family  business  can  be  compared  to  a barrel.  Farm  and  family 

resources  go  into  the  barrel*  Family  living  opportunities  are  determined 
by  how  well  management  practices  are  kept  in  balance  and  by  the  level  at 
which  the  farm-family  business  is  operated,, 

This  filmstrip  is  intended  to  help  agents  explain"  to  groups  the  concept  of 
Farm  and  Home  Development,  what  it  involves,  and  what  farm  families  can  expect 
to  gain  from  it.  Agents  can  develop  their  own  script,  built  around  the  local 
situation,  from  this  outline. 
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(b)  Short  staves  limit  family  living  opportunities  and  waste  farm  and 
family  resources. 

(c)  Farm  and  Home  Development  is  a method  of  helping  the  family  make  full 
use  of  all  of  their  resources  in  obtaining  maximum  family  living 
opportunities .
